ol)st;iL'los which liave boon fi'oni oiio cause and 
anotlKU' puUH\! in our patli, we may eoii^'ratn- 
lato oiu-SL'lves thai tlie native LMiergv ami wis- 
dom of onr inliabilaii is have d;)iu' wonders. 
]!iit what li.ls been done only shows what' 
iiiulcr more favorable circninstanees —nsuler a 
bettor and more enlightened order of tiiiny.? — 
iiii,;,'lit have been a(!coniplislicd. Tho proceed- 
ings of our public mciiling, tho conduct ol 
business at tho Council sitting the other even- 
iii{j, show what men there are among the 
people — show us to whom we owe whatever we 
Lave of a town, or of a country. We iiiii;ur 
well from the business habits of many of the 
men to whom onr municipal alfairs have been 
(.•ntrnsted. "Wo have no doubt but that Ihey 
will briiif,' witii them into thu (\iuiM il ehaniber 
the same eiicryy and intelliycnee ami |iriulence 
that have marked llieir course of jirivate 
Idisincss. 

Our Councillors have evidently resolved to 
lose no time in bringing things into some hind 
of organization in the city. Alotfons and no- 
tices of niotioti.^ came up ])rctfy fast at their 
lirsl session. 'The city lathers appear to know 
what they are about, aid .',c are pleased to 
see llial ihi'y have already touched upon .sonic 
of tlie most important, u-ork bei'oio tliein. 
Among tlie notices of motions is ono by Mr. 
Btronacb for the*appointment of A Committee 
to wait upori Ilis K.\ccllc-ney the Governor, to 
ascertain what ])ortion of the public lands are 
to lie </\\\:ii to tl;(! eily, aiul also v;\u\l elaim'^ 
the (.iovernmenl lias to the inipruvenieiits al- 
ready i)laced on pnblie propertv. It is e.vceed- 
iiit;ly necessary that, as a city, we should know 
where we stand ; that wo should be aware of 
what stock and capital we can comnumd, and 
under wliat disabilities we labor. 

We caiiunl coiicoivo -ivhy it was not dis- 
tinctly declared in the liicoi-poration Act 
that the Public Land.s within the city boun- 
daries sliould be the property of the munici- 
pality. As it ifj tio real properly soems to 
be exempt from ta.ves, wtienco o.iu would 
be very apt to infer that t!ic Ciown ha ! in 
the Act tacitly ^'ranted to tho Corporation 
the v.liulo of the iinblie laud without any 
reservation. Willi tlio liinited power given 
to the Council lor the purpose of raising' 
revenue, it could not be expected that any 
iinporlant or e.vtensivo imprcvenienls could 
be ofleeted in tho city. It is, tlioreforc, in 
the hiL'lic;.t decree c.-^so;itial that the City 
.should have tiiu coiuplelo control of all tho 
public properly within its lirnit.s. The re- 
served water fronts will no doubt be of vast 
assistanue in the raising of funds for Coipu- 
latlon purposes. ■ Thoy must be put do .vn 
as a standing source of income. With res- 
])eet to tho ]uiblio buililiu;j;s already erect 'd, 
■ive certainly are entitled to have them 
lianded over to us. Our money bnill tliein 
and kept thetn in repair. Outside of tho city 
the Colony has contributed little or nothiiie; 
to tho public revenue. Sonic arrnngenu iii, 
however^ must be come to with resp.ct to 
thej.ail. There is'no noceBsity of two pris- 
ons in the neiijhborhood. ■ The present jail 
ivili do for local and general purposes for 
.'^onic lime to come. 

A go )d move was made by Mr. Searby in 
fiivini; notice r-f n resolution to appoint a 
c -roie.'tl:"^ lo l ,'!i;iii tho diilics of 'I'ov.'n 
('leiL mo .sila'-y attached to the ollico. 
'I'iiero are qiiito a number of applicants for 
this ollice, and if tliu duties were once laid 
down there v.ouKI be a rrnich belter chance 
of I'ormin,:!; a proprr opinion of tho qualiliea- 
tiorrs reipiired in ih-it ollico. As to the |)ro- 
posal, giviii^:; a salary to the City Surveyor, 
wo are at iireseiit inclined to think, that it 
■would be much belter to [)ay him according 
to the amount of wotk .lone. Wo have 
seen that , plan work very well in other 
places and it would p/erhaps answer here. 

Thei'e can be no oiiL'stioii as to the proprietv 
of the app(,iiitinont of a Committee of whicii 
-■Mr. Copland ,ii-;;ve notice, for the piirjuise of 
aseerlaininj,' tho ainoimt. (jf moneys appro- 
priated by the (Jovermneiit for tho" ini|)rovc- 
incnt of tlie city, and the sum still remaiiiiii.!,' 
nne.\poDdcd. .The Government are undoubt- 
edly bound to contribute their hIiuic towards 
the inaintciiaiicc of the public thoroii!<hlares, 
and if the eily is heiieelortli to have ihe con- 
trol of those lying within its boundaries, it 
certainly is no., more than just that it should 
share in tho public funds assigned for that 
purpose,

The A. Y". Tiiins of Ulh July remarks : 

'I'iie euirnncy ami small eliango diliieul- 
ties aro working greal injury to the retail 
trade of the city, and giving iusull'erablo an- 
noyance to all partiiis, whether buyer or 
seller. Gold, silver and nickel have all be- 
come so highly appreciated that, in purchas- 
inijacheiip dinner or a eigar after it, a pound 
of sugar, a yard of cotton cloth, or .such like 
article-, the liiseonnl ou a dollar hill, or a 
tivu dollar is olleii greater than the value of 
the aitiele purchased, and lienee tho seller, 
in furnishing gold, silver or nickel change, 
actually loses more than tho value of tiie 
gooils sold. The various expedients adopted 
to obviate the dillicnlty give almost as greal 
annnyaiico as the original trouble itself. 
Tho private sliinplaster systoin is the worsl. 
A person may conio down town in the morn- 
ing Willi live iliiliars in bills in his pocket, 
and alliH making half a do/eii trillinp; pur- 
e lias, .h, 111. -.y linii liiiiiself with four dollars 
of .shiiipla.sters, which a;-o worlhloi'S e.veept 
at the uUiees where they weio issued, which 
he .nay not want to visit again iu a rnoulli. 
I'osia^e stamps for change are also a groat 
aiiiioyanee, parlieiilarly in these dog-dayd, 
as they stick to the lingers, to the iiortinoii- 
naie ;i:id to everything, and ([uickly gel lorn, 
diily, wasted, unciirreiit aiul worthless. Jt 
has been proposed that the city authorilioa 
issue paper cliaiigo of the denominations of 
111, '2'), anil 50 ceni.», which might be made 
universally current— in other word.s, a soit 
of legal tender. It is said that tho New 
I'liigland banks aro prepariii(,- to issue bills 
I'm- I'o and oU cents; but they coulil not .'!iip- 
ply lis with this cnirencY, even if we wanted 
it. I'lobaLily the best mode of lelieviiig the 
dillicnlty at jueseiit is tiiat adnpted in .some 
establishmenti on Broadway, naiiielv, for the 
sloiekceper to charge the current preiiiinru 
lor specie wdien it is paid nut, aii'l allow the 
pienruin when specie is received. Tlii.s 
iiioile also has its lioubles; and in tho daily 
llnetuations in the price of gold, silver and 
nickel, would necessitate a good deal of 
sharp circulation. But, in lieu of Pomethiiig 
belter, it is the most equitable and conve- 
nient way of relieving what, after all, is 
only ii teiu]ioi aiy aiinovaiieo.

The 
Bishop of Xiaies was received in llie eontl 
of his episcopal pahico with a display of 
white and green orillaiumes, and as Jje 
alighted from his carriage a live dove, lied 
by tho leg, was made by an ingenious me- 
chanical contrivance, t-i desceiui upon his 
kneeling cushion, or pric Dicn, tho people 
being expeuled to buliove, as no duubt many 
of them did, that it had flown there miracu- 
lously.
